Leo H alterm an, 20, 
Monday night 
confessed he shot and killed his b roth­ 
er, Charles Halterm an, and then b eat 
the latter’s wife to death with the end 
of a shotgun at the Charles H alter­ 
man farm near South Solon, last week. 
The confession was made a t 10:30 
Monday night in the county jail to the 
county 
prosecutor, 
Ray 
Maddox. 
Sheriff 
R. S. Ramsey 
and Detective 
O ra Slater of Cincinnati. 
Slater a r ­ 
rived in W ashington C. H., late Mon­ 
day afternoon to take pa rt in the case. 
H alterm an told his questioners he 
killed his b rother b ecause of family 
difficulties. 
Charles, he said, had kept 
him from b ecoming reconciled with his 
(Leo’s) wife, who has not b een living 
with him for the past year. 
Relating the details of the slaying, 
Leo said he killed his b rother near the 
Lenhouse in the early morning, short­ 
ly afte r they had gone out to do the 
chores. 
His sister-in-law, Mrs. Charles Hal­ 
term an, then came running out, hav­ 
ing heard the shots, and he b eat her 
to death with the gun, using the b ar­ 
rel end to hit her. 
He did not use a 
hatchet, he said. 
A fterw ards he took 
the weapon to an ab andoned well not 
f: r from the house, threw the« weapo 
1 
ir. and then called the sheriff. 
No announcement was m ade after 
the confession 
was 
ob tained 
as to 
what procedure the authorities would 
take, 
b ut 
Prosecutor 
Maddox 
an­ 
nounced several days ago fiiat if a 
confession was ob tained in the case 
he would ask the'gran d ju ry b e called 
immediately. 
H alterm an was taken into custody 
a short time after the slaying.
